AMATEUR LICENCE CONDITIONS 


Effective 12th January, 1953, Canadian Amateur Experimental Stations are 
authorized to use A3, and F3 emission in the band 7200 - 7300 kc's., operation 
being limited to stations having unrestricted radiotelephone privileges. 


Approval has also been given to use Frequency Shift Keying, maximum band width 
850 cycles, in the band 7150 - 7200 kc's., effective on the same day. 


No other amendments to Amateur licence conditions for the fiscal year 1953-54 
are anticipated at this time.
